Lose Their Familiar Properties. 

Tremendous pressure hns reversed 
almost completely the familiar prop¬ 
erties of some well known substances 
In experiments at Harvard Univers¬ 
ity. 

Paraffin, under pressures ranging 
between 200,000 to 600,000 pounds a 
square Inch, became so hard that 
Prof. Percy W. Bridgman pronounc¬ 
ed It harder than machine steel. 
Rubber became so hard that U was 
pronounced usable as a die to form 
steel. 

Dr. Bridgman found that steel 
tended to flow, if not like water, at 
least sufficiently to spread. 

Oil became useless as a lubricant, 
because It turned solid. Mercury, af¬ 
ter a pressure of 60.000 pounds be¬ 
gan to escape, the theory being that 
Its atoms were forced between those 
composing the steel chamber In 
which It was imprisoned. 

One of the objectives of the ex¬ 
periments Is to test materials used 
in manufacture of big guns. An¬ 
other Is to study the molecular and 
atomic changes in various sub¬ 
stances.

Fifty per cent, of the blindnesss In 
tho Dominion could be prevented it 
proper measures were taken by 
those liable to suffer injury to their 
eyes while at work or play declared 
Major A. N. Timmins, general man¬ 
ager of the Canadian National In¬ 
stitute of the Blind at a meeting ol 
provincial field officials at the offees 
in Regina. 

Major Timmins Is touring the 
country to observe the work of the 
institute and In Ills short talk 
pointed out the need of an intelli¬ 
gent and Intensive training for the 
blind. IIo declared that with such 
training the blind could work at al¬ 
most any occupation besides the 
standard basketwork, reed work and 
broom making. In Saskatchewan 
alone, he said, some 150 blind per¬ 
sons would thus be enabled to earn 
their own living and not be a bur¬ 
den on society. 

He said that over $100,000 worth 
l>f goods made by the blind had 
been sold ln this province in 1928 
by the sales department through 
women's organizations. Of this sum 
the broom sales amounted to $25,000. 
The total sales for the Dominion and 
Newfoundland totalled one million 
dollars.

Moose Jaw.—When the Boards of 
Trade of Western Canada meet in 
annual session in the near future, 
It is learned here that a'* pro¬ 
posal will be brought forward which 
may finally result In the freight rate 
structure of the prairies benig en¬ 
tirely revised. 

The proposal, which it is under¬ 
stood on good authority, is to be pr - 
seated for discussion, is the appli¬ 
cation to all forms of manufactin 
lng articles of the “milling in 
transit” principle that at the pres¬ 
ent time applies only to grain and 
flour. 

Under present day arrangement;. 
flour milling concerns may buy i 
car of grain, pay the local rate from 
the point of original shipment, grind 
it into flour and ship the flour to 
any section of the country under a 
“through” rate, securing thereby 
credit for the local freight payment 

It is now suggested that the west¬ 
ern boards of trade should give con 
sideration to making an application 
to the board of railway commission¬ 
ers for the application of this prin¬ 
ciple to other manufacturing prod¬ 
ucts. It is argued, according to the 
authority now quoted, that coal, for 
instance, should be shipped from the 
Crow's Nest to coke ovens situated 
in Moose Jaw, Regina, Winnipeg and 
other points, the raw product being 
turned Into commercial coke and 
moved to the point of ultimate con¬ 
sumption on the “milling in transit" 
rate. 

Similarly, it is argued, this rate 
could be made to apply to all grain 
products, logs from British Colum 
bia turned into milled goods, cattle 
bought into the packing houses an ! 
even fruit from the Okanagan.

Ontario Decides to Follow Action of 
Western Provinces 

Ottawa.—The province of On¬ 
tario will shortly come in under tho 
federal old-age pension scheme. This 
was stated by Hon. Peter Hecnan, 
minister of labor, to a delegation 
representing the Confederation of 
Catholic Workers of Canada, which 
waited upon the government. 

Mr. Heenan further said that tho 
Dominion government was prepared 
to discuss with the provinces, which 
embraced the present scheme, sug¬ 
gestions for improving it.
